ply to vessels oft the United States en- 
gaged in the foreign trade and to for- 
eign vessels." 


Sec. 2. That this act shall take effect 


one month after its passage.

On and after May 13, 1904, section 


4607 of the Revised Statutes will read 
as follows: 


If, within twenty-four hours after the 


irrival of any vessel at any port in the 
Jnited States, any person, then being on 
>oard such vessel, solicits, any seaman 
to become a lodger at the house of any 
person letting lodgings for hire, or takes 
out of such vessel any effects of any 
seaman, except under his personal di- 
rection, and with the permission of the 
master, he shall, for every such offense, 
>e punishable by fine of not more than 
ifty dollars, or by imprisonment for not 
more than three months. Thi| section 
shall apply to vessels of the United 
States engaged in the foreign trade and 
to foreign vessels.

Carter left here in haste last Tues- 


day to attend the sessions of the Na- 
tional Republican Committee at Chi- 
cago. When in the Windy City on his 
way East, the officials of the committee 
were much concerned about Hawaii's 
Committeeman being present to help 
decide the Wisconsin contest In the 
time between his visit in Chicago and 
his stay here Gov. Carter received Col. 
Sam Parker's proxy by cable and then 
the committee wanted him to get back to 
Chicago as rapidly as possible. 
The 


Governor accordingly closed out his 
business here quickly. He was a guest 
for a part of his visit at the residence 
of Mr. Gifford Pinchot, chief of the 
Forestry bureau. 
On Tuesday, the day he left here, the 


Governor had a final conference with the 
Solicitor General of the Department of 
Justice, ilr. Hoyt, about the appoint- 
ment of judges for Hawaii They 
agreed upon the names already cabled to 
the Advertiser. Up to date these ap- 
pointments have not been announced by 
the President, but it is expected daily 
that they will be as Gov. Carter was act- 
ing under President Roosevelt's instruc- 
tions. 
The Interior Department has sent to 


the acting Governor of Hawaii and also 
to Gov. Carter a copy of comments by 
the State Department on the granting_ol 
a passport to Tamazo Ratsunuma. The 
history of the case is probably known 
in Honolulu. 
Gov. Carter granted a 


passport, on presentation of a certificate 
of naturalization. The record of the 
passport was forwarded to the Interior 
Department and then to the State De- 
partment, through the usual 
official 


channels, but it was held up by the 
State Department on the ground that it 
was apparently irregular.

In the language of its In- 
ventor "no Power on earth could stand 
against this attack," and It Is this very 
terror and annihilation of the scheme 
which, has prevented Ua use by Great 
Britain on more than one occasion. 


The hostilities between Russia and 


Japan lend a present interest to this 
secret, for were it known and exercised 
by either of the combatants, the war 
would be ended by one catastrophic ac- 
tion. This plan for attacking and de- 
stroying an enemy's fleet, and for other 
Irresistible warlike operations, was 
propounded by the famous "Admiral 
Cochrane, afterwards Lord Dundonald, 
in 1811. 
He submitted it to the 


Government, who referred it to a secret 
committee to report on the advisability 
of its use against Napoleon. The com- 
mittee consisted of the Duke of York, 
Commander-ln-Chlef of the Army, Ad- 
mirals Lord Keith and Lord Exmouth, 
and the brothers Congreve of the Ordi- 
nance. They found the scheme to be 
all that bundonald claimed for it It 
provided an irresistible and infallible 
means of attack, but with so devastating 
awfulness that they declared it in- 
human. StiU, the Government proposed 
to put a portion of the scheme into 
operation against the fortress and fleet 
of Toulon. Dundonald refused to un- 
dertake it on tbe ground that to test 
only a part of his scheme was unfair 
and, moreover, that this minor experi- 
ment would reveal the whole plan for 
use by other countries. On the other 
hand, Dundonald offered" to reduce 
Flushing at one blow, if he were allow- 
ed a free hand for the operation o 
his scheme. The Government hesitated 
to employ so annihilating a form o 
warfare, and finally refused. But when 
Dundonald entered the service of Chili 
in 1817, be was required to pledge his 
word that he would not divulge his 
plan nor use it except on behalf o 
England. 


That promise Dundonald patrlotlcal 


ly observed, and forfeited his pay from 
Chill, Brazil, and Peru rather than as- 
sent to their requests that he shouli 
use his overwhelming secret to bring 
their struggle against Spain to an earl 
and victorious termination.

1846, when the action of France ralsec 
alarm in England, Dundonald agai 
urged his plan upon the Government 
Again the Admiralty appointed a secre 
committe of three officers to report up 
on it 
On January 16th, 1847, they 


presented their report, declaring that 
Lord Dundonald's plan undoubtedly 
would destroy and sweep out of ex- 
istence any hostile force, but that its 
first application would reveal it to the 
world. In addition, the terrible de- 
struction effected by the operations 
would be opposed to the principles of 
civilized warfare. Twice during the 
Crimean War Dundonald put forward 
his scheme.

Kailua should be and ultimately will 


1» a centre of enterprise and prosper- 
ity. It already has been a scene of 
life and the absence of some essential 
conditions, perhaps the application of 
political opium, has induced temporary 
stupefaction. A drive through the sur- 
jrounding country, towards the higher 
ridges, even to a casual observer, soon 
explains the apparent enigma. On all 
Jiands, in the rocky lava formation, 
crumbling into fertile soil, the lantana 
flourishes. As cleared spaces are near- 
ed and cottages and scattered resi- 
dences begin to meet the eye, the pos- 
sibilities of Kona are revealed. Small 
coffee farms, chiefly leased and occu- 
pied -by Japanese and Portuguese, and 
j 


cultivated in the most <primittve meth- ; 
ods, line the upper road. Banana and j 
papala trees, loaded with fruit; are 
frequent. There are a few vineyards 
or rather patches used for the cultiva- ! 
tton of; the grape, the healthy appear- 
ance of which proves that the hillsides 
are nearly aa well adapted to thia 
lucrative Industry as the banks of the 
Rhine or the picturesque vine-produc- 
ing regions of Prance, Italy, Spain, 
Portugal and California. 
The Kona 


Sugar -Company's lands, in their vir- 
tnal abandonment, invite the substitu- 
tion of capital, labor and thrift for liti- 
gation and controversy. 
An experi- 


jnental sisal plantation, fairly started, 
la another evidence of productive cap- 
acity. Jacob L. Coerper, on his place, 
has shown that the moist soil and the 
temperate climate are suited to the 
growth of the apple and other northern 
fruits. 
• Everywhere rocks are abundant, but 
.-the soil is luxurious. The clearing la- 
bor has been and can be utilized In 
the construction of stone fences, im- 
pervious alike to weather ana to the 
abrasions of time. On the American 
continent or in Kurope, in correspond- 
ing localities, fine residences, as solid 
•and durable as feudal castles, have 
been erected, principally out of the 
materials lying on the ground. The 
oldest church in the territory Is at Kai- 
lua. In the neighborhood are several 
unpretentious but commodious school- 
Jtouses, in which the general thirst for 
"-education Is assuaged. On the moun- 
tain slope, a consecrated woman has 
established and maintains an excel- 
Jent home for orphans. Civilization la 
not merely beginning, but Is consid- 
erably advanced, through the energy 
of a very limited number of individuals, 
In some degree backed by the govern- 
ment Roads have been built and are 
being improved.

With all these proofs of adaptability, 


•with all these opportunities for growth, 
•what is It that Isolates the Kona Dis- 
trict and holds it back? The answer 
is apparent to those who study the 
situation. It needs a change and an

A cable should be, as it could 
be, laid between Oahu and Hawaii, tak- 
ing in Molokal and Maul on the way. 
It may be said that, while It is an 
axiom, that demand regulates supply, 
it IB equally true that, within the les- 
ser divisions of the soil, supply often 
stimulates demand. The districts of 
North and South Kona could readily 
support an enlarged American com- 
munity of four or five thousand, and 
the markets of the world are ready to 
buy what they could furnish. It may 
be almost said that, over there, It la 
only necessary to "tickle the earth with 
a hoe, and she laughs with harvest" 


In this article a portion of our larg- 


est island has been illustratively men- 
tioned. There are other parts of Ha- 
waii, of Maul, of Kaual and even-.of 
Oahu, that are in a similar category, 
There are great Interests, sucn as the 
production of sugar, that reqttlre im- 
mense bodies of land, prepared by 
nature for that end. But there la also 
abundant opportunity for small farm- 
ing, which should be systematically and 
effectively encouraged, and the vindic- 
ation of annexation- thus be made com- 
plete.

NO YELLOW PERIL 


A leading article of the London 


Times on the Yellow Peril makes some 
strong points against the theory, tac-

{Success of Japan in the present war 
would expose civilization, later on, to 
the attack of a confederated Asia, The 
outcry of the Yellow Peril, says the 
Times, comes from the same quarter 
that warned the peoples of Europe 
against the American Peril. "It Is a 
sham, a transparent sham," says the 
Tunes, "and most people who consider 
t coolly will doubtless arrive at the 
same conclusion."

Why, 
as the Times enquires, should 


Japan build up, in China, a power to 
dispute her primacy In Eastern Asia? 
Doubtless the Japanese, if they attain 
their objects in the war, will do all 
they can to strengthen their Influence 
n China and they will almost cer- 
ainly try to make China strong enough 
,o be able to offer some resistance to 
open- or covert attacks upon her own 
ntegrlty and independence. "But the. 
most elementary considerations of self- 
nterest must dissuade them from any 
desire to see China armed on the same 
scale as themselves. It would be poor 
>ollcy on their part—and their policy 
las not shown itself Inferior to their 
trategy—to get rid of one formidable 
neighbor at the cost of a .terrible war 
n order wantonly to raise up another." 
The Times'points out further that 
'apan's policy must not be measured 
iy Asiatic standards of conduct in the 
hour of victory. Japan is the -only 
Asiatic power that has reformed her- 
self from-within; the only one. that has 
barkened to the" voice of civilization 
and sough^ to obey. Surely she has 
earned something better than isolation 
'rom her mentors. In all her enter- 
prises, particularly In her negotiations 
with Russia before the war she has 
shown a high sense of moral responsi- 
)ility. Japan is a new recruit for "the 
sisterhood of civilized peoples," and un- 
ess she is thrust out as a barbarian 
she will not act like one. If the Yel- 
ow Peril ever comes from her it will 
be because the world has made her an 
shmaelite. 


The report from London that the Jap- 


anese and Russians are fighting along 
_ front of 120 miles can hardly mean 
what It says. No battle line was ever 
that long. Probably the news implies 
that the Japanese are making simul- 
taneous attacks upon all the Russian 
advance positions, which are wide 
apart, though the main force, of neces- 
sity, must be near the railroad where 
Russian activity centers.

THE PARKER RANCH LITIGATION. 


This Htigation Is very important^ and 


Is attracting much attention, 'both in 
Honolulu and on the Island of Hawaii. 


The ranch consists of about 390,800 


acres. The main business Is thf£ of 
raising and selling cattle andrjptber 
stock. It was started by John ;F.?j'ar- 
ker, the grandfather of Colonel SafexaeT 
Parker, prior'to 1864, and has \SiiiC* 
been greatly enlarged. 
In his will, 


made in 1864,,John P. Parker divided 
his property chiefly between his-'son,. 
John P. Parker Junior, and his grand- 
son, Colonel Parker, and desired that 
it be continued. The second John P. 
Parker and Colonel Parker, who was 
bis nephew, were in partnership, and 
Colonel Parker 1^ the surviving part- 
ner. John P. Parker the second, by 
Us will, in addition to other devises 
and bequests, divided 'his land rand 
stock between Colonel Parker ' and 
John P. Parker, his son, designated as 
John P. Parker the third, of whom he 
appointed Colonel Parker the guardian, 
and requested that the business be Con- 
tinued so long as it was profitable.. It 
has been continued and developed and 
has always been lucrative. In i—.s same 
will last mentioned, it was provided 
that, if John P. Parker the third died 
under the age of twenty, his lawful

An applica- 
tion by the receiver for the enlarge- 
ment of the order appointing him, so 
as to permit him to/cbllect money due 
to the Parker Ranch In Honolwl'j has 
also been held over till that motion Is 
heard.

P. E. R, Strauch, manager of the Co- 


Operative Home Purchasing Society, 
in •talking to a reporter of the Ad- 
vertiser on Tuesday, gave some inter- 
esting points concerning the loans 
made by the concern.. The reporter 
asked Strauch what the Society would 
do in case a man had paid in $4.40 per 
month for thirty months, or until his 
turn to receive a loan should come, 
when he came forward to receive the 
loan.

Buildings In Part to Exhibit 


From Hawaii.

Hawaii is given 


an unprecedented opportunity of mak- 
ing an. exhibit at a universal fair, by 
special provision in an Act of Congress 
authorizing the Federal Government to 
participate 4n the Lewis and Clark 
Centennial Exposition at Portland, 
Oregon, next summer. Such provision 
Is that of accommodation for a Ha- 
waiian exhibit. 


From the wording of the section re- 


lating to buildings, it may not be too 
much to expect that, with prompt ac- 
tion on the part of our people, an ex- 
clusively Hawaiian building to cost 
anywhere from $15,000 to J25.000 might 
be obtained out of the Federal appro- 
priation. If not that, at all events the 
Territory of Hawaii will not be meanly 
treated in the matter of space when 
the Quarter of a million dollars for 
United States buildings, In part speci- 
fically devoted to a Hawaiian exhibit, 
has been expended. 


With accommodation for Hawaii pro- 


vided without cost, doubtlessly at the 
very center of the Fair, the expense 
of, making a telling exhibit would be 
comparatively trifling. There is a fair- 
ly perfected plan extant from the de- 
feated purpose of a St. Louis e'xhiblt, 
with probably also some of the imper- 
ishable articles collected yet available. 
Indeed, the magnificent educational ex- 
hibit prepared for the Louisiana Pur- 
chase Exposition is not only intact but 
m'ostly packed already for shipment. 
Transportation, with steamers direct to 
Northwestern ports, ough.t to be in- 
expensive. 


Whatever may be said for and a- 


gainst the value of exhibits at great 
fairs, the affirmative in this particular 
case ought to have manifold force in 
the circumstances. Discussions, more 
or less desultory, arise at both ends 
of the line every now and again npon 
;he' question of promoting trade be- 
rween Hawaii and portg on the'North- 
west Pacific Coast. An exposition In 
that quarter-would afford an excellent 
chance for Hawaii to Illustrate'to busi- 
ness men and consumers there just 
what Hawaiian products might, with 
adequate transportation faculties, be 
placed in that market for exchange 
with the lumber, gralrT and manufac- 
tured articles of thg great Northwest 


country. ' 


The title of the .Act of Congress re- 


ferred to, being Chapter 1253 of the 
statutes of 1904, reads as follows: 
y>Aa',Jtet;. to authorize the Govern- 
mentjBf^the United States to partici- 
pat£ in "•"celebrating the one hundredth 
anniversary of the exploration of the 
Oregon country by Captains Merlwether 
Lewis and "William Clark in the years 
eighteen hundred and four, eighteen 
hundred and five, and eighteen hun- 
dred and six, and for other purposes."

Including a suita- 
ble buQdlng'for an exhibit of the Unit- 
ed- I State^p.LIfe-Saving Service, the 
forestry and irrigation building herein 
referred to, and also cause to be erect- 
ed -a" suitable building or buildings on 
said Bite for the use of the district of 
Alaska, the Territory of Hawaii, the 
Philippine Islands, and also oriental 
and'oceanic countries that may desire 
an exhibit of their products and re- 
sources at, said exposition." 


The--section goes oh to provide an 


appropriation of two hundred and fifty 
thousand,;' .dollars ($250,000) for the 
buildings mentioned, Including prepar- 
ation; of-.grounds therefor and the 
lighting rtnereof, also for the disposi- 
tion- Of; the structures at the close of, 
the exposition. At least one distinct 
building is to be for forestry and irri- 
gation exhibits, as a reference in the 
foregoing -quotation stiows. 


On its own part, the United States 


Government will have an exhibit part- 
ly-selected vfrom that now at St. Louis. 
The Act provides for drawing from tbe 
treasures of the Smithsonian Institu- 
tion and various Federal departments 
to enrich* the national'display at Port- 
land.'* Hawaii, as already shown,' has 
the;"{pTivIIege. of restllng right under 
•the wing of the American eagle; so 
that the feoKtion of the 
Territory

HOW THE JAPANESE WON 


THE BATTLE OF VAFANGOW 


LIAO TANG, June 18.—{Delayed.in 


transmission,)—The 
Japanese 
con- 


tinued to press the Russian forces re- 
turning from the battle of Vafangow 
on the night of June 16th. They had 
remained at Vafangow all day and at 
night persistently pushed forward and 
ried to get around the Russian right 
wing, which had borne the brunt of 
such heavy fighting'the previous day. 


A terrific thunderstorm' burst at 


night rendering the roads almost im- 
passable. 


Further details of the fighting on 


June 15th show that tbe Russian ad- 
vance on the Japanese position, when 
t was hoped that Lieutenant-General 
Stakelberg would drive back General 
fodzu's army, was a most brilliant 
affair. Soon after dawn the Japanese 
were discovered in strong force on a 
hill north of Dyalwo. 
The infantry 


was well Intrenched and supported 
ly artillery. 
The Russian left was 


hrown forward, with reserves, to 
clear the hill. They had a little over 


mile of open country to cross, their 


only cover being two small hills and 
two shallow valleys. 
The Japanese 


concentrated a deadly fire as soon as 
the Russians reached the open. 


Over the hill the Japanese threw 
ihrapnel, which burst with deadly ef- 
fect. Some squadrons Buffered every 
ofUcer killed and half the men wound- 
ed. Tbe battle then became a hand- 
to-hand fight with stones and gun

He says 
no soldiers in the world could with- 
stand the Japanese as they have been 
fighting lately. Their artillery flre, he 
claims, is marvelonsly effective.

N. Y. TRIBUNE WANTS HAWAII 


TO IEEP ITS REVENUES 


Following is from the New York 


Tribune editorial page of June .13: 


After all the hints that have come 


from Hawaii of aspirations for State- 
hood, and all the complaints that have 
come from Porto Riw>~or perhaps more 
often been made here in behalf pi Porto 
Rico—because that island has'fcot been 
erected into a Territory as ah "integral 
part of the Union, it is interesting to 
note some remarks just made iaf'Wash- 
ington by Governor Carter of ^Hawaii. 
Mr. Carter lays great stress on-'flic ex- 
ceptional situation and special needs of 
Hawaii which are not met by the treat- 
ment which Congress is able to", give it 
as an ordinary Territory. 
He .says: 


"The transfer of oar customs receipts 
to the Washington government has so 
crippled our revenues that we have had 
to reduce expenses fully one-third." 


Will the sentimentalists who lament 


the wrong done by special tariff systems 
for outlying islands held not to come 
within the uniform tax rule of the Con- 
stitution please note that complaint. Ha- 
waii is enjoying the fruits of the con- 
stitutional tariff. It is not, like Porto 
Rico, subjected by our tyrants of pro- 
tection to a different revenue law, from 
that which they enact for themselves. 
Yet it suffers from that beneficent equal- 
ity which'has been so loudly demanded 
in the name of human freedom and the 
sacred codfish. 
So would Porto Rico 


suffer if the prayer of some of its pro- 


four or five'times its selling price there. 
The taxes are adjusted to local wages 
and prices as they could not be if the 
island was brought under the Constitu- 
tion. How the constitutional taxes in 
Hawaii harmonize with local prices we 
are not informed, but apparently the au- 
thorities at Honolulu would be glad to 
exchange some of the privileges of uni- 
formity for a chance to keep the cus- 
toms receipts in their own Treasury.

in the federal government 
They are 


so apart from* the continent that they 
could not wisely take a hand in gov 
erning us. 
Their representatives, lik 


those of Martinique in the French Cham 
ber, would do little to secure really wis 
legislation for their own islands, bu 
would be a contingent to vote on con 
tinental affairs as mercenaries, not rieces 
sarily corruptly- moved, but controllet 
by other reasons than convictions found

One is Shot and One 


Dies of an 


Illness. 


NEW YORK, June 20.—A cable mes- 


sage to the New York World today, 
which was unsized, but which prob- 
ably was forwarded by the American 
Legation at 
Peking, announced 
the 


shooting of Colonel Edwin Emerson, 
Jr., one of the World's correspondents 
in the East, and conveyed the impres- 
sion that he had been killed. The cable 
stated that rt was reported that Emerson 
had been shot by the retreating Rus- 
sians, who mistook him for a spy. 


He was an adventurous, daring news- 


paper man, and hi his letter to the 
World were these expressions: "I am 
going on just thejame. I find I can 
get into the Russian lines." He had left 
the Japanese army some time before, 
being weary of the restrictions put upon 
the correspondents by the intelligence 
bureau of the Japanese army, and re- 
turned to Japan. Thence he had cross- 
ed to Tien-tsin, China, and pushed up to 
Moukden. 
SEATTLE, Wash., June 22.—The 


facts leading up to the shooting of Col- 
onel Edward Emerson, Jr., war corres- 
pondent of the New York World in the 
Far East, are related by R. L. Dunn, 
correspondent in Korea for an Amer- 
ican weekly magazine, who reached this 
city today. Mr. Dunn made this state- 
ment after being informed that Colonel 
Emerson was dead: 


"Colonel Emerson as a military man 


was well aware of the positions- occu- 
pied by Japanese soldiers. 
Some time 


aga he made the announcement thatTie 
intended to go through the Russian lines 
and work from that vantage point 


"When It came to the ears of the 


Japanese military authorities that Em- 
erson intended to take this step an offi- 
cer approached another 
representative 


of Emerson's paper and informed him 
that if he took such a step the Govern- 
ment could scarcely be further respon- 
sible for his safety. 


"I contemplated a move similar to 


that outlined by Emerson," said Mr. 
Dunn, "but the Japanese made it clear 
to me that it would not be wise for me 
to proceed. 


"Emerson held papers which would 


have carried him through the Russian 
lines in safety. In view of these facts 
1 am inclined to think the real story 
of his death has not been learned," 
WAR PHOTOGRAPHER A WRECK. 


VICTORIA (B. C), June 21.—Two 


Oriental liners, the Empress of China 
and the Kanagawa Maru, arrived almost 
simultaneously this* mommg, the Jap- 
anese vessel being the pioneer of the 
Nippon Yusen Kaisha fleet since the 
reorganization of its foreign business, 
suspended for a time by reason of the 
war. 
Among the. Empress' passengers 


was R. L. Dunn, the war photographer. 
To Dunn belongs the distinction of hav- 
ing taken the only satisfactory picture 
of the naval affair at Chemulpo, inciden- 
tal to which was the destruction of the 
Korietz and Vanag. Without the per- 
mission of the Japanese or any others, 
Dunn established himself at Chemulpo 
before the declaration of 
hostilities, 


thenceforward declining to be bound by 
the restrictions incidental to assignment 
with the armies, and as a free lance 
went wherever he scented trouble, push- 
ing on even to the Yalu on these princi- 
ples. Arrest, imprisonment and difficulties 
innumerable were consequently his por- 
tion; and now, reduced in weight to 
less than ninety-five pounds and tem- 
porarily broken in health, he is home- 
ward bound in the hope of recuperating.

Press, passed through Honolulu on the 
steamer Coptic en route to the Orient, 
on January 22. Mr. Middleton was one 
of the earliest correspondents sent to the 
scene of the war. Prior to January he 
was in the Associated Press office at 
San Francisco and a part of his duty 
there was to send the cable news appear- 
ing in the Advertiser. He was aft Eng- 
lishman but had been with the Associat- 
ed Press for many years.

TIGHT LACING IN GERMANY. 
The German empress Is said to be 


suffering from the effects of tight lac- 
Ing. This story is easy to believe In 
view of the extent to which the prac- 
tice prevails among her countrywomen. 


The German idea of a small waist is,

SUGAR BUSINESS LIKELY 


TO REACH NORMAL STATUS 


(Mail Special to the Advertiser.) 


WASHINGTON, D. C, June 17.—United States Consul Henry 


W. Diederich, at Bremen, Germany, has forwarded the following 
to the Department of Commerce regarding Sugar beet acreage in 
Europe: 


"During the past winter considerable anxiety was felt by peo- 


ple interested in the beet-sugar industry in Europe, The agreement 
of the Brussels convention had gone into effect in September, 1903. 
All the direct and indirect bounties had been cut off, but the sugar 
prices would not adjust themselves to this change, as had been ex- 
pected. The market prices were below the cost of production in/ 
some countries, where sugar had to be sold at an absolute loss. 
Almost every country in Europe had sugar to sell—some of them 
even from old surplus stocks. Overproduction and fierce competi- 
tion existed everywhere; hence, the leading sugar manufacturers 
claimed that nothing short of a positive reduction of acreage all over 
Europe would bring the beet-sugar business back to a paying basis. 
In the meetings of the various associations the farmers were told 
that fewer and cheaper beets in the coming season alone could save 
the sugar industry from ruin, and that they had better devote more 
attention to the cultivation of flax, grains, and other products. But 
all this hue and cry does not seem to have made a very deep impres- 
sion, as will be seen from the following table, showing how large an 
acreage in Europe has again been sown to sugar beets. This in- 
formation has been compiled and published by the International 
Union for Sugar Statistics, or, in other words, by a combination of 
all the sugar factories of Europe, which are in the best possible 
position to furnish figures that are pretty nearly correct. The area 
planted is given in the table, with comparisons with 1903.

"It will be seen that the sowings this spring have been only 


about 6 per cent, less than they were last year. The amount of sugar 
that will be grown from this immense field of 3,861,861 acres of 
sugar beets is an unknown quantity; but if we take the yield of last 
season as an average one and have fair weather from now till Oc- 
tober, we may look for about 5,520,000 ton* of beet sugar in the com- 
ing season of 1904-5, against the 5,915,000 tons of the present season. 
This lessening of the production, though comparatively small, and 
the increase of consumption, which has been exceptionally large of 
late, will materially decrease the surplus old stocks that have bur- 
dened the world's sugar market for the past three or four years; it 
will probably also restore the sugar business to a more normal con- 
dition."

Bt. David Was in Danger. 


The American ship St. David, which 


arrived at San Francisco on June 19 
from Newcastle, had some trouble on 
arrival at the former port The Chron- 
icle says of the occurrence: "For near- 
ly five hours Saturday night the safety 
of the American ship St. David hung 
in the balance at 'the entrance to the 
Golden Gate, and only coolness on the 
part of Captain Grant prevented prob- 
able disaster. At the end of a long trip 
of eighty-nine days from ' Newcastle, 
Australia, with a cargo of 2180 tons of 
coal, the St. David was sailing toward 
the harbor, when the vessel was caught 
in the grip of the strong tide and car- 
ried to a point within 600 feet of Mile 
rock. This was at 11:36 o'clock Satur- 
day night. When he saw his predica- 
ment, Captain Grant let slip an an- 
chor, which, fortunately, held.. But for 
the remainder of the night, or until 4 
o'clock yesterday 
morning, the St. 


David swung dangerously close to im- 
pending destruction on the rock. At 
that hour, the wind being favorable., 
the ship was put under sail and bore 
away from the menace and into the 
harbor. The St. David left the Aus- 
tralian coal port on March 22d and had 
strong northwest gales for thirty-six 
hours off Lord Howe island. Nothing 
was seen of the distressed bark Hol- 
lisvrood, which left Newcastle three 
weeks before the St David, and which 
was last reported off this coast The 
St David spoke the big American ship 
Astral on May 6th, in latitude 4 deg. 
10 min. south, longitude 154 deg. west, 
bound from Honolulu for New York."

BRITISH STEAMER SEIZED. 


ST. PETERSBURG, June 19.—Em- 


peror Nicholas has received the fol- 
lowing dispatch, dated June 19th; from 
Vice-Admiral Skrydloff: 


"On June 15th our cruiser division 


encountered In the Strait of Corea a 
Japanese transport steaming from the 
south in the direction of the Japanese 
coast, which was visible on the hori- 
on. The vessel proved to be the Id- 
zumi with .troops on board. 


"On the expiration of the time given 


those on board to lower boats and 
leave the ship, permission to do which 
was taken advantage of by part of 
the crew, the transport was sunk by 
our guns. 
Shortly afterward 
two 


more • transports were sighted to the 
southeast 
They proved to be the 


Hitachi and the Sado, the former 
with troops and the latter carrying 
coolies, horses and a railway plant 
The transports refused to' surrender, 
and at the end of the period granted 
those on board to take to the boats 
the two vessels were sunk by torpedo 
and shells. 


"The losses of the three transports, 


the tonnage of which aggregating 
about 15,000 tons consisted of a por- 
tion of the troops and crews, a large 
quantity of war material and the rail- 
way plant. 


"On June 16th our squadron 
met 


the British steamer Allanton, which 
was proceeding south with a cargo of 
coal from the port of Mourorun, Is- 
land of Hokkaido (the administrative 
name of the Japanese Island of Yez- 
zo). 


"The lack of clearness in her papers 


and the irregularity of her log ex- 
cited suspicion concerning the neu- 
trality of her cargo. 
The steamer 


therefore was sent to Vladivostok in 
charge of a detachment of soldiers 
commanded by Lieutenant Pitroff. She 
has arrived at Vladivostok, where a 
prize court will consider her case." 


The British steamer Allanton, Cap- 


tain Clark, sailed 
from 
Fenarth 


Wales, February 20th, 
for 
Sasebo 


Japan, and arrived there May 21st.
